\\ith a threat by the public rules com- 
mittee in charge of the "leak" inquiry 
to force the production of brokers' 
records if not produced voluntarily, 
the board of governors of the Xew 
York Stock 
exchange

quested every member of the exchange 
to make available for the committee 
the desired data. The records sought 
cover a period from December 10 to 
December 23, during which time it is 
alleged, persons lr. possession of ad- 
vance information on the President's 
peace note, made huge profits in the 
stock market. 


The action of the board followed no- 


tice given the rules committee during 


i its session here today that action on 
the committee's request for the pro- 
duction of the brokers' accounts, in- 
cluding the "real names" of customers 
who dealt In the market during the 
period mentioned and the extent of 
their operations on either side of the 
account, had been postponed. 


Indignant at Board's Aetlon. 


Surprised and indignant over the 


action of the board, the committee ad- 
vised II. G. S. Noble, president of the 
exchange, who, accompanied by coun- 
sel, brought news of the postponement, 
that it \vould not modify its request in 
any manner. 
If the board had any 


suggestions 
or modifications, Noble 


was told the committee would receive 
them, but if it failed to obtain the pro- 
duction of tho desired accounts, the 
committee would exercise its power 
and force each broker individually to 
produce them. 
Prompt compliance by 


the board of governors, the commit- 
tee made clear, was desired. 


Noble explained the reasons for the 


postponement were that the produc- 
tion of the account would prove a 
great hardship to many brokers, who 
are not mixed up in this matter, and 
that the board was in doubt as to its 
power to compel the members of the 
exchange to produce their records. 


Both Chairman Henry of the com- 


mittee, and Sherman L. Whlpple, its 
counsel, hastened to explain that it 
was not 
the 
committee's desire to 


make public the names of any ono 
whose transactions would not tend to 
throw light on the "leak" rumors and 
that the 
names 
revealed probably 


would not be numerous. "Whipple said 
that he was willing the 
real name 


should be given the chairman of the 
stock exchange clearing house com- 
mittee in sealed envelopes to be opened 
ai:d examined by the expert account- 
ants of the committee, only if de- 
velopments in the inquiry appeared to 
render their examination material. 


The after to receive the names in 


sealed envelopes apparently appealed 
to the board of governors for in a set 
of resolutions adopted at their hastily 
called second meeting, Mr. Whipple's 
words virtually were incorporated. 


Aslc About Foreign Queries.

used them for "short" sale transac- 
tions. Th'.'" lf W.TJ explained the stock 
of the customers who hoped to profit 
by a. rising market could become a 
weapon in tho hands of tho "short" 
sale, apeculator who hopes for a sell- 
ing market.

"Short" Selling Market Requisite,

Relics Jmik-ate Highly 
Civilized In- 


dians Once Occupied Settlement. 
Tucson, AH/,., Jan. 24.—Relics of a. 


huge settlement of a prehistoric race 
of highly civilized Indians, who built 
great dams and irrigated desert lands 
in the southwestern corner of New 
Mexico, were found by Ranger Don S. 
Sullivan of the Peloncillo Animas dis- 
trict of tho Chiricahua forest, who re- 
ported his discovery to the forestry 
he.idq'iarters hero today.

SHARK SKIN FOR LEATHER. 


Bur««u of Fisheries Racommond* lt« I 


Use on Large Ccale. 


The condition of the leather market 


has made doslrable the utilization of 
all available supplies of suitable ani- 
mal skins, according to a bulletin is- 
sued by the departmeut of commerce, 
and tlie department's bureau of fish- 
eries has takpn up the possible value 
of shark skins in malting various kinds 
of leather. 


"Shark skins," savs the bulletin, 


"have for many years had a limited 
demand m the United States as cover- 
hiss for minor articles of ornament 
and utility, but tlieir use as leather 
has been vexy restricted. An accepta- 
ble leather has been prepared, from 
shaik skins In several foielgn coun- 
tries, and there seems no reason why 
the skins of certain faharka caught on 
our own coasts or in foreign waters 
may not be converted into serviceable 
leather by American tanners. 


"Shark skins are teiy tough and dur- 


able, and some of them show a beau- 
tiful surtace pattern which peisista in 
the tanning process 
Leather made 


from the skins of the larger sharks 
has a very consideiable body, and such 
sharks will be in the greatest demand 
if the experiments of the bureau of 
fisheiies pro^e as successful as antici- 
pated, although tbe Eklns of minor 
sharks and tho grayfish nlso are being 
bandied." 


The number of fires suppressed oa 


national forest lands flusing the calen- 
dar year 1015 was 6,324 as against 
7,018 in 1914 and an average annual 
number of 4,750 during the past five 
years, 6ays Henry S. Graves, chier of 
tbe forest service, in his annual report 
Just published. While more than the 
average number of fires occurred, the 
timbered area burned over was but 
155,410 acres, or 30 per cent less than 
the average per year for the period 
1011-15, inclusue. The average loss 
per fire was $00.41. 
Forty-four per 


cent of the fires v.as confined to areas 
of less than one-quarter of an acre. 


There were 133,442 more cattle and 


horses and COo 33S more sheep and 
goats using the national forests in 101G 
than in 101C. This increase wag in 
spite of large eliminations of grazing 
lanJa from the forests. It is accounted 
for by improved methods of handling 
the btock and by more intimate knowl- 
edge of the foiage on tlie ranges and 
their carrying capacity. 


Approximately 10,300 acres of denud- 


ed land? •Riihin the national forests 
•were reforested in the fiscal year 101". 
The total number of trees planted was 
C,14C,G37, while S.2SO pounds of tree 
seed were sown.

streets of Philadelphia near tho river 
front were still choked with people 
going borne. 


It was feared that a strong northwest 


wind, which for several days had kept 
back the tides of the river, would make 
the waters of tho Delaware much too 
! shallow to permit the launching. Yet 
at sunr' o on the moriiiiijr ot the 10th 
tho best points of observation besan to 
be occupied by an ea^er throng. 


By noon every hilltop and every 


housetop commanding: a view on each 
side of the river ai.d every inch of 
space on the stands put up about the 
vessel ar.<5 before the houses on tjwan- 
ston street was covered with human 
beings. In ths river a hundred craft 
rode, at anchor, gay with bunting and 
richly dressed dames. 
At 1 precisely 


the blocks were knocked from under 
her, the lashing of the cable cut and 
amidst the shouts of the proat multi- 
tude the United States slid %rnceiully 
down her ways. 


The builder of this first naval ves- 


sel of tho United States was Joshua 
Humphreys. The launching was wit- 
nessed by tlie president of the United 
States and the heads of the depart- 
ments, who were stationed in the 
United States brig Sophie. 
Commo- 


dore Barry was iu command of, the 
vessel. 


The figurehead on the vessel "was 


carved by William Rush aud repre- 
sented the genius of. America wearing 
a crest adorned with a constellation, 


i Her hair escaped in loose, wavy tres- 
ses and rested upon her breast. A 
portrait of Washington was suspended 
from her neck, and her waist was 
bound with a civic band. 


In the right band (he figure held a 


spear and belts of, wampum—the em- 
blems of war and ponce. In her left 
hand was suspended the constitution 
of the Union. Above was a tablet on 
which rested three books, to represent 
the three branches of government, and 
the scales of justice. On the base of 
the tablet were carved the c-aglc and 
national escutcheon and the attributes 
of commerce, agriculture, the arts and 
sciences. 


Scarcely was the frijrnle in the water 


thrm tho Journals cf the country who 
were in favor of the French republic 
and took exception to the class rule of 
the country, as they designated it, be- 
gan to scoff and to jeer. "What would 
the executive do with his navy of one 
forty-four gun ship? Send her to hunt 
up die Africa and demand satisfaction 
for the insults heaped upon the town 
of Newport and the French Minister 
Fauchct? Send her to avenge the Hog- 
ging given by en Englishman to the 
captain of nn American ship? \YouLl 
he use her to stop the impressment of 
our seamen and the plunder of our 
merchantmen? Or would he use her 
against the French?" 


These radical Republicans noted (lint 


Talleyrand himself had been heard to 
say that France had nothing to fear 
from a nation of debaters tlint had 
been trying for three years to build 
three frigates. 


The Uniled States was one of the 


first vessels to do service in the TA'ar 
of 1S12, with that brilliant sea captain, 
Stephen Decatur, in charge, and the 
mcst rcmarkab'.e of tho pum^ptnents 
in which sho fought was with tho 
Macedonian. Of all the battles between 
American and.British ships there was 
none BO often discussed nnd EO well 
remembered up to oi^r civil war us tin's 
sea fight, for the reason that the vic- 
tory was weil won for the Americans, 
and the Macedonian was brought Into 
port, and for many years she carried 
tho stars nnd stripes.—Philadelphia 
Press.

How Airmen Measure tho Heights to 


Which They Ascend. 


Altimeters or barographs arc used by 


aviators to measure the heights to 
which they asccud. Both oC these In- 
struments are constructed ou exactly 
the same principle as the aneroid ba- 
rometer. They depend upon air pres- 
sure. At sea level, whcro the nir is 
inuch compressed by Its own. weight, 
the pressure is about fifteen pounds to 
the square inch, but at greater heights 
it becomes less. The barometer is gov- 
erned by tlie pressure and BO indicates 
tho height above sea level. 


There are many forms of barometers. 


Tho simplest is .1 bent tube of glass, 
shaped like a very long letter J and 
partly filled vclth mercury. The upper 
part is eloped, and the space above the 
column of mercury Is a vacuum. The 
lower or hoc.k end of the tube is open 
and subject to tlie pressure of the at- 
mosphere. As the pressure becomes 
los-* on rising above tho surface, the 
mercury in the long- part of the tube 
fails. The extent of the fall indicates 
the height. 


Airplanes use one of these Instru- 


ments mentioned, which are practically 
selr registering barometers, and when 
the airplane ixcies down tlio instru- 
ment shows how hifrh it has been car- 
ried.— Philadelphia Press.
